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WHY | BELIEVE IN ESPERANTO

There are many people, who knowing little or nothing of Esperanto, 
criticize this new secondary language very severely as a waste of time, a 
cheap language, etc. I do not wish to defend Esperanto as a language, as it 
is a secondary language, and was never intended to take the place of the 
existing languages with their literary treasures, But I would remind the 
newspaperman who finds himself able to decipher a newspaper title, or a 
minister who through his familiarity with the English translation is able 
to interpret a passage from the Esperanto Bible, that Esperanto is not a 
language to be picked up in passing. From my own short experience, I can 
say that while it is easier to learn than other strange languages, it has a 
definite grammatical system to be earnestly studied, and a considerable 
vocabulary to be mastered before one can use it as a medium of expression. 
its comparative simplicity is, however, one of its chief claims to consideration 
and acceptance as a universal language, 

All that is by the way. What the critics of Esperanto fail to realize is 
that it is not merely a language, it is a movement. One outside of the 
movement cannot readily understand the strong appeal that it makes to those 


who share in it. Esperanto is a movement toward a_ world fellowship, 
through intercourse between nationalities in a friendly way that leads to 


tolerance, understanding, and friendship. The world of today certainly needs 
an international fellowship such as Esperanto makes possible. We are living 
in a world where every neighbor around the world has become our neighbor; 
where no nation can live to itself alone any longer. One of two things is 
bound to happen in such a situation. We may remain ignorant of the hopes, 
aspirations, and ideals of other nationalities; developing prejudices which 
have no reasonable cause and thrive on ignorance. As these prejudices grow, 
creating misunderstandings, suspicions, and hatreds between nations, they 
will result as they have already resulted, in the greatest folly of which nations 
are capable, i.e.—war, the enemy of civilization, 


I am thankful that this need not be. As nations are drawn into closer 
eontact through science and invention, through trade and commerce, there 
may be a growing understanding, a wider tolerance, a happier fellowship 
than we have ever known. Because the Esperanto language provides a 
medium through which intercommunication may be carried on by people of 
different languages, and different national viewpoints, it has become more 
than a language—it has become an adventure in international good-will, a 
movement for world fellowship. 

Because Esperanto is one of those forces that make the latter result of 
the contact of nations possible, I am for all similar movements, Esperanto 
as a language does not need to be defended, because as such it is secondary 
to other great languages. But the movement which Esperanto has made 


possible is one that commands the enthusiasm of every Esperanto student, | 


and deserves the consideration of every non-Esperantist who is interested 
in preserving and advancing our civilization. 


The extensive correspondence with young people in many countries, 
which the youthful members of our Grande Prairie club have been enabled 
to carry on, solely by means of this new medium, Esperanto, is in itself a 
mighty promise for international understanding which will make a permanent 
world peace possible. It is not the spirit of the language which is behind the 
constant exclamation of Esperanto students, “Vivu Esperanto!”—it is the 
spirit of the movement which this comparatively simple language has made 
possible. The spirit of that movement is warm, friendly, and tolerant toward 
other nationalities, and it is bringing a new meaning to the relationships we 
have with one another of our own nationality. The spirit of the Esperanto 
movement is in harmony with the spirit of One Who lived and died tu make 
peace, good-will, and love the dominant outcome of the relations of nations, 
and man with man. Long live the Esperanto movement as a force for world 
fellowship and universal love. “Above all nations is humanity.” Vivu 
Esperanto!

For the aftermath of war can be just as terrible in its own way 
as war itself. Since that wonderful Armistice Day of fourteen years ago the 
poor old world has been through the mill, all right-——what with unemployment, 
strikes, revolutions and many other problems which seem to the after- 
effects of every war. And now we are in the midst of this depression, which 
seems to be sweeping the whole world, And we are tempted sometimes to 
lose our grip on our faith and ambitions; but at such time try think 
what the result would have been “out there” if our lads had grip 
of things. Let us try to put a cheerfulness into things. It won't easy, 
but it will be easier than it was for them, for they had death as well facing 
them. How very often they fought with their backs to the wall: but their 
faith and hope never left them, It was that that helped them to win through 
And we today are fighting with our backs to the wall, fighting against down- 
heartedness and despair as we wonder how long this depression is going to 
last. And the weapons we must use are spirit of cheerfulness the 
ability to look on the bright side of things.

So on this, the fourteenth anniversary of Armistice Day, let us resolve to do 
our best to be cheerful in the days to come, because we must keep faith with 
them who made the supreme sacrifice.

Discusses Debt 


The Wembley men's organization 
last Sunday night, following the eve- 
ning service, to discuss present econ- 
omic questions, was well attended, 


Mr. Riggs, the presiding official, 
called the meeting to order and 
minutes were read by the secretary, 
H. W. Rogers, 

It was decided to change the word 
“Club" to “Association,” thus calling 
the organization the “Wembley Men's 
Community Association.” 

The subject arranged for discussion 
was problems created by the present 
depression. Robert Kranz introduced 
the subject by speaking on debt as the 
major problem facing the world today. 


}He said, in part: 


“The problem I am about to present 
to you, while the greatest problem, is 
not the only problem we are facing 
at this time, There are lots of other 
problems, but this problem has the 
very bad trait of creating other 
problems and the problems from this 
particular source multiply, still further 
producing others, 

“While you may not agree with me, 
I am sure that you will find it a good 
subject for discussion and the more 
you pursue it the deeper it becomes. 

“This probiem facing us, one and all, 
is Debt with a capital D, The Debt 
problem is the greatest problem fac- 
ing the individual and the world to- 
day. 

“Debt between individuais, Debt be- 
tween nations; honest debts and dis- 
honest debts. In fact all kinds of 
debts, 

“There are honorable debts and dis- 
honorable debts. The honorable debt 
is one that gives and enriches the re- 
cipient, unless the recipient dissipates 
the proceeds of the debt. An honor- 
able debt can become, in time, too 
high and a burden instead of a help 
through no fault of the contracting 
parties. 

“A dishonorable debt is a debt that 
returns nothing and is merely a means 
to enrich one member of the com- 
munity at the expense of another, A 
dishonorable debt can exist between 
nations, as no doubt it does. A nation 
that furnishes the sinews of war in 
order to eventually protect itself, to 
another nation, and then demands 
payment, cannot call this an honor- 
able debt. 

“The reason that debt is our great- 
est problem at the present time is be- 
cause it cannot be paid; no matter how 
honorable the debt, the debtor is un- 
able to make any settlement that will 
relieve him of his debt. 

“Individual debt is a menacing 
thing. It is one of the easiest things 
in the world to accumulate, but unlike 
other worldly possessions is hard to 
get rid of. 

“The problems of individual debt are 
many and have far-reaching results. 
It creates misery, suspicion, dis- 
honesty, fear—and in some cases in- 
sanity and even death. 

“Now most individual debt had at 
its inception profit. It is no longer 
profitable to lend, but on the other 
hand is it profitable to have so much 
hopeless debt? 

“The great nations of the world are 
as much involved in hopeless debt as 
many of its people. 

“They are finding it just as un- 
profitable to allow a continuance of so 
much hopeless debt, but cling to the 
delusion that they will eventually col- 
lect. 

“Is there a solution to this pressing 
Shall we continue this dis- 
cussion and suggest a means whereby 
individual debt can be lightened? If 
we can find a solution for individual 
debt, we can then take up national 
debt, 

“There is a lot of food for thought 
in the debt problem. It is engaging 
the minds of our greatest economists, 
and although this is not a lengthy 
paper, if we can find a solution to 
this problem, we will have taken a 
long step forward on the road to pros- 
perity and, I hope, happiness, 

“Thanking you.” 

The discussion which followed was 
animated and enlightening. Those 
taking part were: Capt. Roberts, Dr. 
Carlisle, Rev. R. Strachan, J. Archer, 
R. McLean, H. W. Rogers, 8. Wagar, 
Rey. A. L. Carr, and the chairman, 

The ethical standards of the Mosaic 
Code and that of the New Testament 
were emphasized and recognized by 
all in relation to these economic prob- 
lems. " 

The discussion proved so interesting 
that it was unanimously decided to 
hold the meetings twice a month, in- 
stead of monthly.
